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To  the  Mayor , Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  County  Borough  of  Gateshead 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  Gateshead  for  the  year  1972.  These  reports  have  been  published 
each  year  for  almost  100  years,  but  this  may  be  the  last  one  in  the  present 
form.  Reorganisation  of  the  National  Health  Services  takes  place  on 
1st  April,  1974,  and  it  will  be  impossible  to  produce  a full  Annual  Report 
for  1973  before  that  date.  Afterwards  local  authority  involvement  in 
health  service  provision  will  be  substantially  altered  and  it  is  not  yet 
known  whether  the  new  Area  Health  Authorities  will  be  required  to 
produce  Annual  Reports. 

The  1972  vital  statistics  for  the  town  show  a further  sharp  decline 
in  the  birth  rate  and  in  fact  the  number  of  live  births  exceeded  the  number 
of  deaths  by  only  132,  the  lowest  figure  for  very  many  years.  There  was 
a very  welcome  fall  in  the  number  of  still  births  but  infant  mortality 
(deaths  under  one  year  of  age),  was  higher  than  at  any  time  since  1967. 
In  the  body  of  the  report  I have  referred  to  the  high  incidence  of  deaths 
from  respiratory  disease,  particularly  chronic  bronchitis.  Tyneside  has 
always  been  noted  for  this  problem  and  it  is  particularly  pleasing  to  note 
that  the  Council  has  agreed  to  accelerate  the  clean  air  programme  and 
so  reduce  atmospheric  pollution  from  household  chimneys.  This  pollution 
is,  of  course,  not  the  sole  cause  of  chronic  chest  disease  but  it  is  an  im- 
portant contributory  factor  and  the  new  programme  will  do  much  to 
improve  the  health  of  people  growing  up  in  Gateshead. 

One  of  the  most  important  and  gratifying  achievements  in  1972 
was  the  decision  to  build  a large  Health  Centre  on  the  Worcester  Street 
site.  Discussions  about  Health  Centres  in  Gateshead  have  been  going 
on  for  several  years  but  it  was  not  until  1972  that  the  Council’s  proposal 
for  a building  in  Sunderland  Road  was  accepted  by  the  Executive  Council. 
Subsequently  it  became  apparent  that  a larger  number  of  general  practi- 
tioners would  be  willing  to  move  to  a Health  Centre  nearer  the  town 
centre  and  the  Worcester  Street  site  was  chosen  instead  of  Sunderland 
Road.  Planning  of  the  building  went  ahead  very  smoothly  and  at  the  time 
of  writing  this  building  is  well  advanced  and  should  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  March,  1974.  It  will  provide  main  surgery  accommodation  for 
10  general  practitioners,  will  accommodate  a wide  range  of  what  are  now 
local  authority  services  such  as  health  visiting,  home  nursing,  chiropody, 
child  health  clinics,  family  planning  services  and  will  replace  Greenesfield 
Clinic  as  the  main  centre  for  the  School  Health  Service  (other  than  the 
dental  service).  For  the  first  time  the  town  will  have  a single  building 
providing  comprehensive  community  health  services  for  nearly  20,000 
people.  The  presence  of  general  practitioners,  health  visitors,  home 
nurses  and  possibly  social  workers  in  the  same  building  will  provide 
teams  of  professional  staff  giving  primary  health  care  to  their  patients 
and  will  enable  the  already  excellent  general  practitioner/home  nurse/ 
health  visitor  attachment  schemes  to  work  even  more  successfully. 

Another  important  development  during  the  year  was  the  reorgani- 
sation of  the  management  structure  of  the  nursing  services  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  Mayston  Report.  A new  post  of  Director 
of  Nursing  Services  was  created  and  Miss  Ross,  formerly  Supervisor  of 
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Midwives  and  Superintendent  of  Home  Nurses  was  appointed  as  the 
first  Director.  She  is  responsible  for  the  management  of  all  three  branches 
of  community  nursing  — health  visiting,  home  nursing  and  midwifery  — 
and  has  working  with  her  a number  of  nursing  officers  in  each  of  the  three 
disciplines.  The  new  structure  will  ensure  co-ordinated  management  of 
the  nursing  service  and  will  mean  that  nursing  outside  hospital  will  be 
fully  equipped  to  meet  the  challenge  which  will  follow  reorganisation  in 
1974. 

There  is  an  increasing  realisation  that  more  illnesses,  particularly 
among  the  elderly,  should  be  managed  at  home  if  at  all  possible.  Demands 
for  services  like  home  nursing  and  the  loan  of  nursing  equipment  as  well 
as  for  complementary  services  provided  by  the  Social  Services  Depart- 
ment ( e.g . home  helps),  are  growing  rapidly  and  are  demonstrated  by  a 
19%  increase  over  the  previous  year  in  the  number  of  patients  nursed  by 
district  nurses,  a 15%  increase  in  attendances  for  chiropody  treatment 
and  a 29%  increase  in  the  loan  of  nursing  equipment. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  were  again  fairly  low,  largely  because 
measles  cases,  though  higher  than  in  1971,  did  not  reach  epidemic  pro- 
portions. It  is  apparent  that  vaccination  is  having  some  influence  on  the 
epidemiological  pattern  of  measles,  but  the  take  up  of  vaccination  must 
be  much  higher  if  we  are  to  reduce  the  incidence  to  the  levels  which  have 
been  achieved  for  other  preventable  disease.  It  is  welcome  to  note  that 
the  epidemic  of  scabies  which  has  caused  such  a large  amount  of  discomfort 
for  several  years  seems  to  be  on  the  wane. 

During  the  year  a Joint  Liaison  Committee  of  officers  from  the 
three  branches  of  the  health  service  began  the  preparatory  work  required 
before  the  reorganised  health  service  comes  into  being  in  1974.  At  the 
time  of  writing,  much  has  been  done  but  it  is  obvious  that  by  1st  April, 
1974,  the  full  details  of  reorganisation  will  be  far  from  complete  and  that 
most  people  in  the  health  service  will  be  transferred  in  their  present  posts. 
There  has  been  much  uncertainty  about  the  future  among  staff  at  all 
levels  and  I would  like  to  thank  everyone  of  the  health  department 
personnel  for  their  unstinting  efforts  towards  the  improvement  of  the 
local  authority  services  recorded  in  this  report.  General  practitioners 
and  hospital  staff  of  all  disciplines  have  ensured  that  the  contacts  between 
the  local  authority  and  other  branches  of  the  health  services  have  con- 
tinued to  develop  and  I would  like  to  thank  them  for  their  help.  Chief 
officers  and  heads  of  departments  in  the  local  authority  have,  as  usual, 
given  every  support  to  the  department  and  I would  like  to  thank  them. 

In  thanking  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  encouragement  and  support  throughout  the  year,  I would 
like  to  express  my  deep  regret  at  the  death  in  June,  1973,  of  Councillor 
W.  Collins,  j.p.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  since  1963.  His  deep  in- 
volvement in  the  development  of  all  aspects  of  health  services  in  Gateshead 
made  him  an  ideal  Chairman  and  he  will  be  sadly  missed.

It  will  be  apparent  from  the  statistical  table  that  there  has  been  a 
reduction  in  the  numbers  unemployed  during  1972. 

The  majority  of  the  Disabled  Register  are  still  people  suffering 
from  deformities,  diseases  and  injuries  to  lower  and  upper  limbs,  dis- 
abilities of  the  spine  or  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system. 

During  the  year,  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer  continued 
to  visit  the  Queen  Elizabeth  Hospital  each  week  to  assist  patients  with 
resettlement  problems.  He  also  attended  7 meetings  of  the  Resettlement 
Clinic  which  is  based  at  the  Hospital,  when  15  patients  were  seen.  The 
purpose  of  the  clinic,  which  is  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Dr.  J.  K. 
Hingorani,  is  to  discuss  patients’  employment  problems  with  the  Disable- 
ment Resettlement  Officer,  who  then  endeavours  to  effect  satisfactory 
resettlement. 

The  Industrial  Rehabilitation  Unit  at  Felling  provides  courses  for 
people  who,  because  of  illness  or  injury,  have  difficulty  in  returning  to 
their  previous  employment.  The  courses  are  designed  to  provide  a period 
of  physical  toning  up  and  assessment  for  suitable  employment.  Persons 
completing  the  course  may  be  recommended  for  Vocational  Training  at 
a Government  Training  Centre  where  a new  skill  can  be  acquired. 

During  1972,  75  men,  7 women,  3 boys  and  3 girls  from  the  Gateshead 
area  attended  courses  of  industrial  rehabilitation  and  15  were  recom- 
mended for  and  commenced  Vocational  Training  Courses. 
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The  Gateshead  and  District  Disablement  Advisory  Committee  met 
on  three  occasions  during  1972.  The  Committee,  under  the  Chairmanship 
of  Mr.  F.  A.  Kelly,  m.b.e.,  j.p.,  f.i.o.b.,  is  made  up  of  representatives  of 
local  employers,  trade  unions  and  other  interested  voluntary  organisa- 
tions. Their  function  is  to  advise  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Employment 
on  matters  relating  to  the  employment  of  disabled  persons  in  the  area. 

( h ) Youth  Employment 

In  her  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  July,  1972,  Miss  J.  Charlton, 
Principal  Careers  Officer,  comments  on  the  scarcity  of  job  opportunities 
for  those  who  left  school  without  C.S.E.  or  G.C.E.  qualifications.  Pupils 
were  encouraged  to  continue  their  education  as  long  as  possible  to  try 
to  improve  their  chances  of  obtaining  occupations  with  training  schemes 
requiring  specific  educational  qualification  for  entry.

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COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births 

There  were  1,375  live  births  to  Gateshead  mothers  in  1972,  compared 
with  1,630  in  1971.  As  a result,  the  birth  rate  fell  sharply  to  14-7  per 
1,000  population  (adjusted  rate  15-4),  from  the  1971  figure  of  17-2 
(adjusted  16-7).  The  birth  rate  for  England  was  14*8.  Illegitimate  births 
totalled  142,  or  10-3%  of  the  live  births,  an  increase  on  the  figure  of 
9-5%  in  1971. 


Stillbirths 

A total  of  20  still  births,  giving  a still  birth  rate  of  14-0  per  1,000 
total  births  shows  a considerable  improvement  on  the  previous  year, 
when  the  stillbirth  rate  was  21  0.  Even  so,  the  1972  figure  remains  above 
the  national  one  of  12-0  and  gives  no  cause  for  complacency. 


Infant  Mortality  (deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age) 

Infant  deaths  increased  from  31  in  1971  to  34  in  1972  and  the  infant 
mortality  rate  rose  from  19  0 to  25-0  per  1,000  live  births.  Twenty-one 
of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life,  compared  with  23  the 
previous  year.  Annual  fluctuation  in  mortality  rates  are  inevitable  when 
considering  relatively  small  numbers,  but  at  25-0,  the  infant  mortality 
rate  is  the  highest  since  1967.  A high  proportion  of  the  deaths  (8  in  all), 
were  certified  as  due  to  the  “Cot  death  syndrome”  and  7 of  the  13  babies 
who  died  between  the  ages  of  1 month  and  1 year  did  so  from  this 
condition;  the  precise  cause  of  which  is  still  uncertain.  The  causes  of 
infant  deaths  are  given  in  Table  3.

Perinatal  Mortality  (Stillbirths  and  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life) 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate  of  27-0  per  1,000  total  births,  though 
higher  than  the  national  average  of  22-0,  was  considerably  improved 
on  the  previous  year.

Deaths 

At  1,243,  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  higher  than  in  1971  (1,190), 
and  the  crude  mortality  rate,  13-3  per  1,000  population  was  also  raised; 
the  adjusted  mortality  rate,  which  takes  account  of  the  age/sex  structure 
of  the  population  was  14-4,  the  same  as  in  1971  but  higher  than  the 
national  rate  of  12-1. 

With  an  increased  number  of  deaths  and  a marked  fall  in  the  number 
of  births,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  only  132,  an  extremely 
low  figure. 

The  modern  epidemic  of  ischaemic  heart  disease  claimed  361  deaths, 
compared  with  333  in  the  previous  year,  and  far  outstripped  other  diseases 
as  the  principal  cause  of  death.  Deaths  from  malignant  disease  totalled 
243,  the  same  figure  as  in  1971,  and  of  these  77  were  from  lung  cancer. 
Another  major  cause  of  death  in  Gateshead  is  chronic  chest  disease; 
61  deaths  were  due  directly  to  chronic  bronchitis  and  emphysema  and 
it  is  safe  to  assume  that  a high  proportion  of  the  95  pneumonias  and  32 
influenza  fatalities  were  in  persons  already  handicapped  by  chronic 
chest  trouble. 

Accidents 

Details  of  accidental  deaths  are  given  in  Table  5.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  there  were  as  many  deaths  (13)  from  accidents  in  the  home  as 
from  vehicle  accidents.  Other  accidents  accounted  for  6 deaths.

SECTION  22.  CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 

The  total  number  of  live  births  decreased  from  1,580  in  1971  to 
1,375  in  1972,  giving  a birth  rate  of  14-7  per  1,000.  Of  the  total  live  births 
121  (9*5%)  were  born  at  home.  This  was  a decrease  on  the  previous 
year  when  231  (17*2%)  had  a domiciliary  confinement. 


(a)  Antenatal  Clinics 

Antenatal  clinics  continued  unchanged  from  the  previous  year.  A 
weekly  booking  session  was  held  at  Greenesfield  and  the  midwives  held 
regular  antenatal  sessions  in  the  district  clinics  of  Low  Fell,  Wrekenton, 
Carr  Hill,  Teams  and  Bensham. 

Talks  on  parentcraft  were  given  by  health  visitors  and  midwives 
during  the  antenatal  clinic.  Training  in  psychoprophylaxis  for  expectant 
mothers  was  given  at  the  Low  Fell  Centre,  whether  booked  for  hospital 
or  for  home  confinement. 

(b)  Child  Health  Clinics 

Although  there  was  a fall  in  the  number  of  attendances  at  clinics, 
this  was  entirely  due  to  the  decreased  number  of  births  and  the  figures 
in  Table  8 show  that  this  service  is  still  very  much  in  demand.  In  its  first 
full  year  of  operation  Low  Fell  became  the  busiest  weekly  clinic  in  the 
town.

(c)  Assessment  Unit 

During  the  five  years  this  unit  has  been  in  operation  it  has  proved  its 
importance  in  the  organisation  of  facilities  for  handicapped  children. 
The  assessment  clinic  regularly  held  in  the  unit  identifies  children  in  need, 
and  they  are  admitted  on  a part-time  basis  for  assessment,  treatment 
and  training.  Transport  is  provided  and  meals  on  the  same  basis  as  in 
nursery  classes.  From  the  unit  children  are  placed  in  normal  nurseries, 
normal  school  or  special  schools  as  required.

(d)  Nursery  Schools  and  Classes 

During  the  year  another  nursery  class  was  opened  at  Carr  Hill 
School,  which  means  that  five  nursery  classes  now  operate:—  Kelvin 
Grove,  Sunderland  Road,  Lindisfarne,  Brighton  Avenue  and  Carr  Hill, 
caring  for  about  100  children  altogether  between  the  ages  of  3-5  years. 

Bensham  Nursery  School  continued  to  care  for  40  children. 

Priority  of  admission  was  given  to  children  whose  mothers  were 
suffering  from  ill-health.  A health  visitor  makes  weekly  visits  to  treat 
minor  ailments  and  one  of  the  school  medical  officers  makes  regular 
visits  to  examine  the  children. 


(e)  Care  of  Illegitimate  Children 

There  were  142  illegitimate  live  births  registered  in  the  Borough  in 
1972,  77  males  and  65  females.  1 19  were  known  to  the  health  visitors  and 
the  following  table  summarises  the  particulars  in  regard  to  these: —

(g)  Priority  Dental  Services 

Treatment  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers 
and  Children  Under  Five  Years 

Dental  Staff 

All  forms  of  treatment  were  carried  out  at  the  Authority  Health 
Centres  at  Greenesfield,  Carr  Hill  and  Wrekenton. 

On  June  5th  Mrs.  B.  R.  Mehta,  full-time  Dental  Officer,  reduced 
her  commitments  to  become  part-time  and  then  resigned  on  30th  Septem- 
ber, in  order  to  take  up  a position  in  private  practice  in  London.  Our 
dental  officer  strength  was  consequently  reduced  from  a full-time  equiva- 
lent of  3T  to  2-8  during  the  months  June  to  September  and  then  reduced 
still  further  to  2T  following  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Mehta.  Since  it  was 
impossible  to  recruit  new  staff,  our  dental  officer  strength  was  to  remain 
at  this  level  of  2T  (total  establishment  4),  for  the  last  three  months  of 
1972. 

Miss  M.  Dickinson,  Dental  Surgery  Assistant,  resigned  on  30th 
August  to  commence  a two-year  training  course  as  a dental  auxiliary 
at  the  New  Cross  Hospital.  We  were  pleased  to  welcome  to  the  staff 
Mrs.  R.  Larkin,  part-time  dental  surgery  assistant,  who  was  appointed 
on  12th  December.  However,  vacancies  for  three  full-time  dental  sur- 
gery assistants  still  remain  to  be  filled  pending  the  appointment  of  two 
full-time  dental  officers. 

Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment 

Patients  continued  to  be  referred  to  the  Department  by  the  health 
visitors  and  in  a few  cases  by  their  own  medical  practitioners. 

Only  23  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  were  inspected,  all  of  whom 
were  found  to  require  treatment;  20  were  offered  treatment  and  8 of 
these  failed  to  complete  their  course  of  treatment. 
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The  routine  inspection  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  was  con- 
fined to  those  attending  the  Authority’s  nursery  schools.  Due  to  shortage 
of  staff  only  four  of  these  were  visited  during  the  year  under  review. 
Many  inspections  of  other  children  of  pre-school  age  were  also  carried 
out  when  dental  trouble  brought  them  to  the  clinics.  The  total  number 
of  children  under  five  given  first  dental  inspections  at  the  nurseries  and 
at  the  clinics  was  201.  Of  these,  142  required  treatment  and  141  were 
offered  treatment. 

123  children  were  inspected  in  the  nurseries,  of  whom  73  required 
and  were  offered  treatment.  However,  treatment  for  only  16-44%  of 
these  children  was  accepted  by  the  parents.  Consequently,  a total  ol  81 
children  actually  attended  for  treatment  during  the  year  1972  and  67 
of  these  were  made  dentally  fit. 

Since  the  Authority  was  without  a Health  Education  Organiser  for 
1\  months  of  the  year,  it  was  not  possible  to  give  as  much  Dental  Health 
Education  as  in  previous  years.  A few  talks  were  given  by  the  health 
visitors  — mainly  in  schools. 

The  small  amount  of  denture  work  required  for  the  Authority,  as 
well  as  a small  amount  for  Durham  County  Council,  was  carried  out  in 
the  well  equipped  laboratory  at  Greenesfield  House.  This  is  staffed  by 
one  senior  dental  technician-in-charge.

SECTIONS  23,  24  & 25.  COMMUNITY  NURSING  SERVICES 

A new  management  structure  for  the  community  nursing  services 
was  introduced  towards  the  end  of  1972.  In  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Mayston  Report,  a post  of  Director  of  Nursing  Services 
was  established.  Miss  Ross,  formerly  Supervisor  of  Home  Nurses  and  of 
Midwives,  was  appointed  to  the  post  from  1st  December  and  is  res- 
ponsible for  the  overall  management  of  health  visiting,  home  nursing  and 
domiciliary  midwifery  services.  The  bringing  together  of  the  three  services 
under  a single  nurse  administrator  is  an  important  development  in  the 
provision  of  integrated  care  for  patients  at  home  and  will  ensure  that  the 
community  nursing  services  are  ready  and  able  to  play  their  full  part  in 
the  reorganised  health  service  in  1974. 

In  addition  to  the  post  ot  Director  of  Nursing  Services,  four  new 
posts  of  Nursing  Officer  were  established,  two  concerned  with  health 
visiting  and  two  with  home  nursing.  A senior  midwife  continued  to  have 
part  administrative  and  part  clinical  duties  in  the  domiciliary  midwifery 
service.

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The  decrease  in  domiciliary  midwifery  continues.  There  were  125 
home  confinements  (9%)  in  1972,  compared  with  231  (14-2%)  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  number  of  mothers  discharged  before  the  10th  day  puerperium 
was  883,  compared  with  1,010  in  1971.  During  the  year  the  midwives 
made  1,589  morning  visits,  318  evening  visits  and  1,214  antenatal  and 
post-natal  visits  in  connection  with  home  confinements.

Midwives  continue  to  attend  antenatal  clinics  held  by  three  of  the 
general  practitioners  in  their  own  surgeries. 

Any  patient  who  wishes  to  engage  the  services  of  a midwife,  either 
to  have  her  baby  at  home  or  when  she  is  planning  to  have  an  early  dis- 
charge from  hospital,  can  do  so  at  any  of  these  clinics. 

(d)  Training 

Recruitment  for  the  integrated  midwifery  training  remains  disappoint- 
ing. No  candidate  completed  the  course. 

(e)  Emergency  Cases 

There  was  no  necessity  to  call  the  services  of  the  emergency  obstetric 
squad  during  the  year.

89  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  premature  babies. 

The  supervision  of  infants  discharged  from  hospital  before  the  10th 
day  has  continued,  and  the  number  of  visits  amounted  to  3,993.  Close 
collaboration  exists  between  the  hospital  and  domiciliary  services. 

(g)  Maternity  Outfits 

Complete  outfits  were  distributed  to  134  mothers  during  1972.  100 
smaller  packs  were  issued  to  mothers  after  early  discharge  from  hospital. 

SECTION  24.  HEALTH  VISITING 

The  staff  of  this  services  at  the  end  of  1972  consisted  of  the  Director 
of  Nursing  Services,  2 senior  health  visitors,  2 field  work  instructors,  14 
full-time  health  visitors,  4 part-time  health  visitors,  1 state  registered 
nurse  (part-time),  2 state  enrolled  nurses  (school  term),  and  3 auxiliary 
nurses.  Three  student  health  visitors  are  in  training  on  the  1972-73  course 
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at  Newcastle  Polytechnic.  The  3 students  of  the  1971-72  health  visitor 
training  course  were  successful  in  their  examinations  and  joined  the  field 
staff. 

Miss  Bradley,  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  retired  in  October, 
after  35  years’  service  with  the  Authority,  the  last  1 1 years  as  Super- 
intendent. Health  Visiting  has  changed  enormously  during  this  time  and 
Miss  Bradley’s  considerable  abilities  have  helped  to  ensure  that  Gates- 
head has  kept  pace  with  these  developments.  Miss  Daglish  also  retired 
in  October,  after  34  years’  service;  she  was  the  first  health  visitor  in 
Gateshead  to  work  in  a general  practitioner  attachment  scheme  and  the 
subsequent  development  of  attachments  in  the  town  owes  much  to  her 
pioneer  work. 

Health  visitors  continued  with  health  education  in  various  depart- 
ments in  schools  and  also  gave  talks  to  Mothers’  Clubs  and  other  gather- 
ings. The  luncheon  club  and  old  people’s  social  group  at  Low  Fell  Clinic 
unfortunately  outgrew  the  premises  and  moved  to  Denewell  Avenue 
Presbyterian  Church  Hall.  The  playgroups  based  on  the  clinics  continue 
in  popularity  and  all  have  waiting  lists. 

No  new  general  practitioner/health  visitor  attachments  were  started 
during  the  year,  though  preliminary  arrangements  for  further  schemes 
early  in  1973  were  made.

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SECTION  25.  HOME  NURSING 

1 he  number  of  patients  treated  and  the  number  visited  have  in- 
creased again  this  year.  There  is  now  a full  attachment  of  district  nurses 
to  general  practitioners  with  an  all-round  improvement  in  the  service. 

In  September,  an  arrangement  was  completed  with  Durham  County 
for  cross  boundary  visiting.  It  was  agreed  between  the  two  authorities 
that  Gateshead  nurses  would  cross  the  boundary  to  visit  Durham  County 
residents  attended  by  Gateshead  doctors  and  Durham  County  nurses 
would  cross  the  boundary  to  visit  Gateshead  residents  attended  by 
Durham  County  practitioners.  The  arrangement  is  working  very  well 
indeed  and  has  improved  liaison  between  the  two  authorities.

Laundry  Services 

We  continue  to  provide  a laundry  service  for  patients.  Incontinence 
still  remains  a problem  which  is  dealt  with  by  the  issue  of  drawsheets  and 
incontinence  pads.  Many  more  patients  would  be  admitted  to  hospital 
were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  these  aids  are  issued. 

Marie  Curie  Foundation 

We  have  continued  to  use  the  services  of  this  voluntary  organisation. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  of  the  association: — 

During  the  year  28  patients  required  the  services  of  the  Marie  Curie 
nurses.  Help  in  kind  was  given  to  57  patients.  In  1972,  an  expenditure 
of  £997-69  was  incurred  in  providing  nurses’  services  and  £298*50  in 
providing  help  in  kind. 

Nursing  Homes 

Craigielea  Nursing  Home  continues  under  the  guidance  of  Miss 
Twitchett,  the  Matron,  to  provide  accommodation  for  15  patients  suffering 
from  chronic  illness  and  for  the  emergency  reception  of  one  maternity 
case. 

SECTION  26.  VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

There  was  some  reduction  in  the  number  of  children  completing 
primary  vaccination  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  pertussis  and  polio- 
myelitis, the  reduction  being  partly  due  to  the  decreased  number  of  births; 
more  children  received  booster  doses  than  in  the  previous  year.  The 
percentage  of  children  born  in  1970  and  vaccinated  by  31.12.72  against 
whooping  cough,  diphtheria  and  tetanus  was  68-43%. 

Rubella  (German  measles)  vaccination  was  offered  to  girls  aged 
13-14  years  and  acceptance  rates  were  high.

Some  1,028  children  were  given  the  complete  course  of  pertussis 
prophylactic,  649  at  Local  Authority  clinics  and  379  by  general  practi- 
tioners. 

(d)  Tetanus  Immunisation 

Using  tetanus  toxoid  in  combination  as  triple  antigen  or  combined 
with  diphtheria  antigen  only,  the  process  of  immunisation  of  all  pre- 
school and  school  children  was  continued.  1,028  children  received  triple 
antigen  and  60  diphtheria-tetanus  toxoid.  In  addition,  589  children 
received  tetanus  toxoid  only.  Among  22,666  children,  under  15  in  the 
Borough  22,595  have  now  been  immunised  against  tetanus,  or  99-7%. 
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(e)  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Using  Oral  Sabin  vaccine,  1,082  children  under  15  were  immunised 
against  poliomyelitis  and  a further  1,312  received  booster  doses.

SECTION  27.  MUNICIPAL  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  ambulance  service  carried  out  14,81 1 journeys  in  the  transporta- 
tion of  a total  of  56,845  patients  and  other  persons,  covering  213,017 
miles  during  1972.  Compared  with  the  previous  year,  these  figures  reveal 
31  extra  journeys,  3,450  less  patients  and  other  persons  and  a reduction 
of  2,341  miles.  Analysis  shows  that  563  more  stretcher  cases  and  4,013 
less  sitting  cases  were  carried  in  1972.  Accident  and  emergency  calls 
increased  by  about  6%. 

Further  endeavours  were  made  to  devise  a Pay  and  Productivity 
Scheme  for  ambulance  staff,  resulting  in  a proposed  scheme  being  jointly 
considered  during  a number  of  meetings.  No  final  decision  on  the  scheme 
was  reached  before  the  introduction  of  the  Government  freeze  on  pay  in 
early  November,  and  the  matter  had  to  be  shelved. 
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In  compliance  with  the  Ministry  of  Post  and  Telecommunications 
Regulations,  all  existing  radio-telephone  equipment  was  replaced  — and 
extended  — with  12|  kHz  channel  spacing  FM  sets  which  met  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security.  Another 
recommendation  of  the  Department  was  taken  up  in  the  provision  of  a 
national  Emergency  Reserve  Channel  Base  Transmitter  Receiver  fitted 
with  talk-through  facilities  in  the  Ambulance  Control. 

Further  items  for  the  improvement  of  the  service  generally  were 
brought  into  use  during  the  year  under  review  such  as  Forward-facing 
sets  of  blue  flashing  lights,  mechanical  suction  units  and  pre-set  Fixed 
Rate  oxygen  regulators  on  all  emergency  ambulances. 

Staff 

Mr.  Joseph  Gray  retired  as  Head  Driver  at  the  age  of  65  years,  after 
24  years’  service.  To  fill  the  vacancy,  Mr.  Robert  Errington,  Ambulance- 
man, was  promoted.  One  ambulanceman  left  the  service  of  his  own  accord 
for  other  employment. 

The  staff  establishment  as  at  the  31st  December,  1972,  was  as  follows: 
Chief  Ambulance  Officer,  Deputy  Chief  Ambulance  Officer,  four  senior 
ambulancemen,  28  ambulancemen  and  two  clerks. 

Vehicles 

Three  stretcher  case  ambulances  were  replaced  with  three  trolley-type 
ambulances. 

The  vehicle  establishment  as  at  the  31st  December,  1972,  was  as 
follows: — seven  trolley-type  ambulances,  seven  dual-purpose  ambulancesl 
two  sitting  case  cars,  one  ambulance  incident  equipment  and  contro, 
vehicle.

SECTION  28.  PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER- 
CARE 

(a)  Tuberculosis 

Most  of  the  clinical  work  of  care  and  after-care  of  tuberculosis  is 
detailed  in  the  report  of  the  Chest  Physician  in  Part  III  of  this  report. 
This  section  deals  only  with  the  local  authority  aspect  of  the  work. 

X-ray  Examination 

Patients  requiring  x-ray  of  the  chest  are  referred  to  the  out-patient 
department  at  the  Queen  Elizabeth  Hospital,  where  the  mass  radiography 
unit  is  stationed.

Assistance  to  the  Tuberculosis 

In  1972  the  Chest  and  Heart  Fund  continued  to  be  administered  for 
the  benefit  of  the  tuberculous.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  amount  standing 
to  the  credit  ot  this  fund  was  £1,528-82  of  which  £73  had  been  collected 
during  the  year  through  the  sale  of  Christmas  Seals.  The  fund  is  available 
to  help  people  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  other  diseases  of  the  chest 
who  are  found  to  need  this  help,  and  during  1972  an  amount  of  £145-40 
was  disbursed  in  this  way. 

In  the  matter  of  giving  financial  help  to  the  tuberculous  families  the 
officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security  co-operated  freely  with  the 
local  authority  officers  in  seeing  that  no  case  of  tuberculosis  was  neglected 
as  a result  of  financial  hardship. 

(b)  Chiropody  Service 

During  1972,  chiropody  was  carried  out  at  the  six  local  authority 
health  centres,  approximately  9 sessions  at  Greenesfield,  4 sessions  weekly 
at  Carr  Hill  and  Whitehall  Road  Health  Centres,  5 sessions  at  Low  Fell 
Clinic,  3 sessions  at  Wrekenton  Clinic  and  1 session  at  Teams  Clinic, 
making  a total  of  26  sessions  per  week. 

Altogether  521  patients  attended  for  the  first  time  during  the  year, 
made  up  of  128  males  and  393  females.  Subsequent  visits  of  these  and 
other  patients  numbered  8,364.

(f)  Family  Planning 

The  agency  agreement  with  the  Family  Planning  Association  con- 
tinued in  1972.  Gateshead  Branch  of  the  Association  provides  a family 
planning  service  as  agents  of  the  Council,  who  pay  the  consultation  fees 
for  all  Gateshead  residents  and  also  pay  for  the  supplies  of  those  whose 
health  would  be  expected  to  suffer  by  the  increased  medical,  physical  or 
social  burdens  placed  on  them  by  pregnancy. 

During  the  year  797  women  attended  the  clinics  at  Greenesfield 
and  Low  Fell;  consultation  was  free  for  all  of  them  and  105  obtained 
their  supplies  free  of  charge. 

The  domiciliary  service  introduced  late  in  1971  operated  throughout 
the  year  and  46  patients  were  visited  by  the  nurse  and  helped  with  approp- 
riate advice  and  treatment.  Most  were  persuaded  and  helped  to  attend 
the  clinics. 

Total  expenditure  on  family  planning  in  the  financial  year  ending 
31.3.73  was  £3,277.  This  compares  with  £385  in  the  year  1968/9. 
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(g)  Health  Education 

For  more  than  half  the  year  the  department  was  without  the  services 
of  a Health  Education  Officer.  The  service  was  kept  in  being  by  the 
excellent  work  of  Mrs.  Morrell,  Senior  Health  Visitor,  and  Mr.  Gilholme, 
Technical  Assistant,  who  both  took  on  their  extra  duties  willingly  and  with 
considerable  ability.  The  staffing  problem  meant,  however,  that  the 
service  marked  time  rather  than  developed. 

As  in  previous  years,  much  emphasis  was  placed  on  health  education 
in  schools  and  several  more  schools  included  courses  in  this  subject  in 
their  curriculum.  A number  of  health  visitors  are  particularly  interested 
in  health  education  work  and  have  done  a great  deal  to  help  provide 
excellent  programmes  to  an  increasing  number  of  junior  and  senior 
school  children.

Notifiable  Diseases 

Scarlet  Fever 

21  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with  27  in  the  previous  year.  Of 
the  21  cases,  only  1 required  removal  to  the  isolation  hospital. 


Diphtheria 

There  has  been  no  case  of  diphtheria  in  the  Borough  since  1951, 
though  it  is  necessary  to  maintain  a state  of  protection  by  immunisation 
to  ensure  that  this  disease  does  not  recur. 


Whooping  Cough 

There  was  1 case  notified  (37  in  1971). 


Measles 

The  number  of  notifications  (588),  was  considerably  higher  than  in 
the  previous  year,  suggesting  that  without  vaccination  this  year  might 
have  seen  an  epidemic.  However,  there  are  still  too  many  unvaccinated 
children  for  us  to  assume  that  large  epidemics  of  measles  are  things 
of  the  past. 


Meningococcal  Infections 

In  3 of  the  cases  sent  to  hospital  this  diagnosis  was  verified  and 
after  treatment  they  made  a prompt  recovery. 


Poliomyelitis  and  Other  Virus  Infections  of  the  Nervous  System 

One  patient  was  admitted  to  hospital  as  a possible  case  of  infective 
encephalitis  (see  notification). 


Dysentery 

Altogether  23  verified  cases  of  dysentery  were  investigated  and 
associated  contacts  to  the  number  of  9 were  found  to  be  carriers.  The 
infection  in  these  cases  was  due  to  the  Sonne  variety  of  dysentery. 


Scabies 

310  cases  came  to  light  during  1972,  as  compared  with  497  cases  in 
the  previous  year.  Of  these  patients,  120  were  adults,  135  were  school 
children  and  55  younger  children.  209  persons  were  given  the  standard 
Benzyl  Benzoate  treatment  in  the  Greenesfield  Health  Centre,  where  there 
are  baths.

B.  FOOD  POISONING,  TYPHOID  AND  PARATYPHOID 

There  were  8 cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  in  1972,  compared 
with  6 cases  in  1971.  A salmonella  organism  was  isolated  in  each  case. 
The  organisms  were  as  follows: — S.  Typhimurium  in  5 cases,  S.  Branden- 
burg, S.  Agona  and  S.  Isangi  in  one  case  each.  The  source  of  infection 
could  not  be  tracked  down  in  any  of  the  cases. 

No  cases  of  typhoid  or  para-typhoid  fever  occurred  during  1972. 

Non-Notifiable  Disease 

The  incidence  of  glandular  fever,  mumps  and  ringworm  was,  as 
usual,  sporadic.  There  were  2 cases  of  rubella  and  4 cases  of  gastro- 
enteritis of  a non-specific  nature  came  to  light. 

C.  TUBERCULOSIS 

Report  of  Dr.  E.  L.  Feinmann 

Consultant  Chest  Physician 

Chest  Clinic,  Queen  Elizabeth  Hospital 

The  number  of  cases  seen  in  Gateshead  continues  to  diminish  and 
although  our  figures  are  still  over  twice  the  national  average,  they  consist, 
to  a large  extent,  either  of  very  old  people  with  infectious  disease,  or  of 
young  contacts  with  trivial  disease. 
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We  have  started  in  Gateshead  on  a task  which  we  hope  will  help 
to  a certain  extent,  in  the  more  rapid  control  of  the  tuberculosis  situation. 
We  have  sorted  through  all  the  old  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  we  keep 
under  observation  and  those  who  have  not  had  satisfactory  treatment  in 
the  past  are  being  re-treated  with  some  of  the  effective,  non-toxic  drugs. 
In  all,  there  are  well  over  100  such  cases  on  our  books  and  to  treat  them 
all  with  the  best  regimes  would  be  very  expensive.  So  far,  we  have  sorted 
out  the  most  suitable  cases  and  are  treating  them  with  Ethambutol  and 
Osoniazid.  We  are  considering  treating  some  of  the  others  with  a much 
more  simple  regime.  This  year,  we  decided  to  do  a very  detailed  Mantoux 
survey  of  out  school  population  in  co-operation  with  the  health  department 
staff  and  the  result  of  this  is  as  follows. 

“Tuberculosis  control  was  discussed  by  Springett  (1971).  He  suggested 
the  need  for  one  good  tuberculin  survey  in  this  county  in  order  to  determine 
a rational  policy  for  the  future  use  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  on  a community 
basis.  Such  a survey  has  already  been  started  under  Dr.  Ian  Sutherland’s 
direction  by  the  Medical  Research  Council.  In  his  article,  Dr.  Springett 
speculated  that  7J%  of  our  12  year  old  children  might  be  Mantoux 
positive. 

In  recent  years,  our  routine  surveys  in  Gateshead  have  shown  a 
lower  figure  and  in  1970  the  proportion  shown  as  positive  by  the  Heaf 
Test  was  of  the  order  of  1 %.  This  in  a borough  which  for  many  years 
showed  the  highest  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  England. 

We  therefore  decided  to  conduct  a careful  Mantoux  survey  in  1972. 
The  technique  used  was  that  standardised  by  the  M.R.C.,  using  their 
preparations  of  human  and  Battey  tuberculin,  one  in  each  arm.  The 
results  recorded  were  analysed  for  us  by  the  M.R.C.  Statistical  Research 
and  Services  Unit.  Their  criteria  were  used  to  determine  whether  the 
results  indicated  a previous  infection  with  human  tubercle,  with  a typical 
mycobacteria,  with  both  or  neither.  Two  age  groups  were  tested,  at  6 
and  12  years.  A selection  was  made,  as  far  as  possible,  of  schools  represent- 
ing a cross  section  of  social  groups  living  in  Gateshead.  Acceptance  rates 
were  uniform  in  the  various  schools. 

The  total  population  concerned  at  age  6 was  1,563.  We  offered 
special  testing  to  564,  36%  of  the  total  age  group.  481  accepted,  but 
because  of  illness  or  other  absence  only  414  were  tested,  26-5  % of  the  total 
age  group.  Of  these,  4 were  positive  to  human  tuberculin.  All  4 had 
previously  been  given  B.C.G.  2 were  positive  to  Battey  tuberculin  (0-5% 
of  the  children  tested)  and  neither  of  these  had  had  B.C.G. 

There  were  1,378  12  year  olds  and  we  selected  and  offered  the  tests 
to  729.  Of  these,  631  accepted,  but  because  of  illness  or  other  absence, 
only  571  were  tested,  41  -4  % of  the  total  age  group.  8(1-4%  of  the  children 
tested)  were  positive  to  human  tuberculin.  One  of  these  had  previously 
been  treated  for  tuberculosis.  9 were  positive  to  Battey  tuberculin  (1-6% 
of  those  tested),  and  one  of  these  had  had  B.C.G. 

This  low  tuberculosis  infection  rate  among  children  is  occurring 
in  a town  which  still  has  a notification  rate  over  twice  the  national  average, 
even  though  immigration  into  the  borough  is  very  low.  Clearly,  we  cannot 
be  sure,  even  though  we  took  a large  sample,  whether  our  figures  are 
representative  of  the  whole  population,  as  we  only  tested  1,000  of  the 
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1,300  offered  testing.  We  cannot  help  feeling  that  when  the  national 
survey  figures  do  become  available,  the  end  of  mass  B.C.G.  may  be  in 
sight.  We  have  already  decided  that  skin  testing  5 year  olds  as  a routine 
is  no  longer  justified.  It  is  also  of  considerable  interest  to  us  that  positive 
reactions  to  Battey  tuberculin  are  more  common  than  those  to  human 
tuberculin  in  a town  as  closely  built  up  as  Gateshead. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  advice  and  help  of  the  M.R.C.  tuberculin 
survey  team.  The  survey  could  not  have  been  carried  out  without  the 
co-operation  and  help  of  the  Gateshead  school  children,  their  teachers 
and  the  staff'  of  the  Gateshead  Health  Department”. 

Although  we  are  pleased  with  the  diminution  in  the  number  of  cases 
in  the  area  and  the  Mantoux  negative  state  of  the  population,  it  is  im- 
portant to  realise  that  in  certain  special  situations,  this  does  create  a 
special  risk.  In  July,  1972,  a teacher,  who  does  not  live  in  Gateshead  but 
who  works  here,  fell  ill  with  tuberculosis.  She  was  infectious.  We  have 
still  not  come  to  the  end  of  the  investigation  of  the  small  epidemic  which 
occurred  as  a result  in  the  school  in  which  she  taught.  It  seems  probable 
that  about  10  children  were  infected,  although  fortunately  none  of  them 
became  seriously  ill  and  treatment  for  them  all  has  been  arranged. 

This  year  also  saw  the  end  of  any  formal  separation  between  the 
chest  clinic  as  such  in  the  Gateshead  Hospitals  and  the  main  hospital 
Outpatient  Department  at  the  Queen  Elizabeth  Hospital.  The  two  are 
now  completely  integrated.  A survey  of  this  change  has  been  compiled 
and  is  to  be  published  in  the  next  issue  of  Tubercle’.

Dr.  A.  S.  Wigfield,  Physician  in  Charge  of  the  Venereology  Depart- 
ment at  the  Newcastle  General  Hospital,  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the 
following  information  relating  to  the  work  of  that  department  in  relation 
to  Gateshead  residents  during  1972: —

who  attended  the  Department  of  Venereology  at  Newcastle  General 
Hospital  during  the  year  1972.

In  1972  new  registrations  fell  by  23.  The  gonorrhoea  figures  alone 
showed  a drop  of  13,  there  being  2 fewer  male  cases  and  11  fewer  female 
cases.  There  is  no  cause  for  complacency  however,  23  primary  source 
contacts  of  male  cases  were  reputed  to  reside  in  Gateshead.  Of  these,  8 
were  unknown  and  4 could  not  be  traced.  Had  these  persons  attended, 
the  female  total  might  have  been  very  much  as  last  year.  Of  the  remaining 
1 1 who  were  traced  9 had  gonorrhoea  and  2 did  not. 

There  were  2 patients  fewer  with  non-gonococcal  urethritis  and  28 
fewer  who  had  non-venereal  conditions  requiring  no  treatment. 

Teenagers  continued  to  contribute  30%  of  the  female  gonorrhoea.”

MISCELLANEOUS 

A.  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  (Section  47) 

During  1972,  3 cases  were  referred  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  possible  action  under  the  above  Act.  Two  were  admitted  to  Bensham 
Hospital.  One  was  rehoused. 

B.  PHARMACY  AND  POISONS  ACT,  1933 

During  the  year  1973,  15  persons  were  registered  for  the  sale  of 
poisons  listed  in  Part  II  of  the  Poisons  List,  and  these  were  supervised  on 
behalf  of  the  Council  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society’s  Inspector. 

C.  SUPERANNUATION  ACTS 

During  the  year  23  people  (16  males  and  7 females),  were  medically 
examined,  and  210  people  (118  males  and  92  females),  submitted  health 
questionnaires  in  connection  with  new  appointments  with  Gateshead 
Local  Authority.  Five  persons  were  examined  by  this  authority  on  behalf 
of  another  authority.  One  person  was  examined  by  another  authority 
on  behalf  of  this  authority. 

Under  the  manual  workers  scheme,  82  people  (73  males  and  9 
females),  were  medically  examined  and  364  people  (301  males  and  63 
females),  submitted  health  questionnaires  before  inclusion  in  the  scheme. 

Five  people  were  examined  after  application  by  them  to  be  retired 
on  the  grounds  of  ill  health  and  four  people  were  examined  to  ascertain 
their  fitness  to  continue  at  work  after  periods  of  sickness. 

D.  MOTOR  VEHICLE  (Driving  Licences)  REGULATIONS,  1970

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

FOR  1972 


Introduction 

The  re-organisation  of  local  government  seemed  to  dominate  the 
scene  during  the  year  and  plans  for  operating  the  enlarged  area  were 
given  much  consideration. 

Pressure  was  brought  to  bear  for  speeding  up  the  slum  clearance, 
clean  air  and  general  improvements  areas  programme.  Although  it  was 
pointed  out  to  the  Clean  Air  Panel  that  there  was  not  the  labour  force 
available  to  speed  the  programme  up  to  any  great  extent,  this  was  not 
accepted  as  a fact.  However,  time  has  proved  that  it  is  not  possible  to 
extend  all  programmes  at  once  and  evidence  of  both  shortage  of  labour 
and  materials  was  experienced  during  the  year. 

So  far  as  slum  clearance  is  concerned  this  is  now  well  within  sight  of 
completion,  but  the  programme  has  been  somewhat  delayed  due  to  a slow 
down  in  rehousing  as  a result  of  the  modernisation  programme.  The  great 
increase  in  the  number  of  conversions  being  carried  out  both  in  the  private 
and  public  section  has  over  stretched  the  labour  force  and  owners  now 
having  to  wait  at  least  12  months  to  get  improvements  carried  out.  Most 
improvement  schemes  include  home  heating  and  many  houses  are  made 
to  comply  with  the  Clean  Air  Act  by  the  installation  of  smokeless  appli- 
ances, this  is  assisting  the  clean  air  programme. 

For  the  first  time  since  1966  the  number  of  inspectors  employed 
reached  full  establishment.  Unfortunately  this  satisfactory  position  only 
lasted  a few  months,  as  one  of  the  older  members  had  to  retire  prematurely 
owing  to  ill  health.  However  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  continued  employment 
and  training  of  students  a full  establishment  might  be  maintained  in  the 
future. 

All  duties  pertaining  to  the  department  were  carried  out  in  an 
enthusiastic  manner  by  the  staff,  in  spite  of  the  many  frustrations  en- 
countered. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  unfailing  support  in  the  execution  of 
duties  and  to  Dr.  Henley  for  his  co-operation  and  guidance  in  those 
matters  affecting  the  two  departments. 

Housing 

Clearance  during  1972  dealt  with  the  end  of  the  main  clearance 
programme,  so  as  to  clear  the  way  for  a start  on  the  final  extension  which 
it  is  envisaged  will  complete  the  clearance  of  slum  areas  from  the  Borough 
by  1980. 

Operations  covered  a number  of  areas,  each  of  which  contained 
comparatively  few  dwellings.  Collectively  these  areas  made  a substantial 
contribution  to  the  progress  in  slum  clearance. 
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Areas  represented  during  1972  were: —

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

During  1972,  118  visits  were  made  to  houses  in  multiple  occupation, 
covering  all  property  known  to  be  occupied  in  this  way. 

Two  general  types  of  lettings  have  now  emerged;  at  the  top  of  the 
scale  the  accommodation  is  of  a high  standard  and  caretaking  is  under- 
taken by  the  owner,  consequently,  a good  tenant  is  attracted  to  the 
property;  at  the  other  end  of  the  scale  the  properties  receive  no  attention 
and  are  occupied  by  problem  families  who  do  little  to  improve  matters 
and  generally  abuse  the  amenities  provided. 

There  are  now  33  houses  known  to  be  in  multiple  occupation.

Transport  Drivers1  Accommodation/Boarding  Houses 

During  1972  all  properties  known  to  be  used  as  transport  drivers’ 
accommodation  or  boarding  houses  were  inspected  in  order  to  ensure 
that  there  was  no  overcrowding  and  provision  of  adequate  facilities  and 
general  cleanliness  were  maintained. 

Where  necessary,  the  owners  were  informed  of  the  requirements  and 
all  complied  without  resort  to  statutory  action. 


3.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS  1936-61 
(a)  Water  Supply 

An  adequate  supply  of  pure  wholesome  water  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year  by  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company 
from  the  sources  of  supply  in  Northumberland  and  from  the  River 
Tyne. 

After  receiving  filtration  and  chlorination  treatment,  the  water  is 
distributed  to  part  of  the  town  directly  from  the  main  and  also  pumped 
to  two  covered  service  reservoirs  at  Beacon  Lough  and  Carr  Hill  to 
supply  the  higher  areas  of  the  town. 

The  water  Company’s  statements  as  to  the  quantity  of  water  in  store 
each  month  show: — 

A maximum  of  4,968  million  gallons  in  February 
A minimum  of  2,013  million  gallons  in  October 

The  monthly  average  of  3,737  million  gallons  in  store  being  less 
than  1971. 

16  routine  control  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical and  chemical  examination  including  fluoridation  tests.  All  samples 
were  reported  as  satisfactory.

(b)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

As  far  as  the  overall  pattern  of  the  sewerage  system  and  the  method 
ot  disposal,  there  has  been  no  change  since  the  previous  year,  therefore 
the  town’s  sewer  system  can  be  regarded  as  reasonably  adequate  even 
though  the  method  of  disposal  for  95%  of  its  discharge  is  direct  to  tidal 
waters  without  treatment. 

(c)  Swimming  Baths 

The  following  report,  with  respect  to  facilities  available  as  public 
swimming  baths  and  warm  baths,  is  kindly  provided  by  Mr.  R.  A. 
Cameron,  Baths  Manager. 

The  Gateshead  Baths  Department  is  comprised  of  two  establishments, 
Mulgrave  Terrace  Baths  opened  in  1890  and  Shipcote  Baths  opened  in 
1942.  Each  of  these  has  a swimming  pool  of  the  following  dimensions: —

At  Mulgrave  Terrace  there  is  also  a suite  of  20  warm  baths. 

The  water  in  the  swimming  pool  is  purified  by  re-circulation  through 
sand/gravel  pressure  filters.  The  Break  point  Chlorination  Process  is 
employed  to  sterilise  the  water  in  which  a free  chlorine  residual  of  between 
1-0  and  2-0  parts  per  million  is  maintained.  The  free  chlorine  forms  at 
least  75  per  cent  of  the  total  chlorine. 

Both  swimming  pools  are  heated  by  steam  fed  calorifiers  and  pool 
temperatures  maintained  at  78°F  and  75°F  in  winter  and  summer  res- 
pectively.

Shipcote  Baths  were  closed  for  115  days  due  to  modernisation 
programme. 

12  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  both  swimming  baths  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination;  3 samples  of  water  were  also 
taken  from  Cedars  Special  School  hydrotherapy  pool,  which  was  opened 
in  1971.  All  samples  i.e.,  15  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 
Registration  and  Inspection 

During  the  year,  70  premises  were  registered  under  the  Act  and  50 
registrations  were  withdrawn,  leaving  a total  of  876  premises  on  the 
register  compared  with  856  in  1971. 
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152  premises  received  a general  inspection  and  410  visits  were  made 
to  registered  premises.  Although  there  was  a slight  improvement  in  the 
staffing  position,  commitments  under  the  Slum  Clearance  and  Clean 
Air  Programmes  prevented  a full  scale  operation  of  the  Act. 


Operation  of  the  General  Provisions  of  the  Act 

The  administration  of  the  Act  presented  no  major  problems  and 
compliance  with  the  various  requirements  was  achieved  informally. 

The  majority  of  contraventions  were  of  a minor  nature  and  were 
attended  to  quite  promptly.  By  far  the  most  common  contravention 
was  the  lack  of  an  abstract  of  the  Act  and  thermometers.  Lack  of  sufficient 
first-aid  equipment,  lack  of  cleanliness  of  stores  rooms,  floors,  passages 
and  staircases  were  also  quite  common  and  a number  of  premises  required 
the  provision  of  guard  rails  to  stairs  or  openings. 

A total  of  50  notices  were  served  during  the  year  and  33  notices  were 
complied  with.  There  were  no  specific  instances  of  exceptionally  good 
or  bad  standards  in  the  observance  by  employers  of  their  responsibilities 
under  the  Act,  and  no  cases  where  Section  22  was  invoked. 


Accidents 

The  number  of  accidents  reported  during  the  year  was  28  as  com- 
pared with  27  in  1971. 

There  were  no  cases  of  serious  injury  or  neglect  and  only  13  of  the 
accidents  were  considered  to  need  further  investigation.  Most  of  the 
accidents  occurred  in  shops  and  warehouses  and  resulted  from  falls  or 
handling  goods.
